l HAVE the honour to forward herewith a copy of a despatch From Dr. Mafekie, 
dated the ' :h instant, reporting on a meeting of the Quarantine Hoard which took 
place on the 7th instant, when the Inspector-General presented Im Report oil the 
Sanitary Offices of Port Said, Lsmn’ilia, and Suck* 

Dr, Mackie states that the chief point discussed was the question of the 
desertion of native firemen from vessels passing the Canal in quarantine, and that 
the proposal of the Austrian Delegate that the firemen should be disembarked at 
Suck was not accepted. 

This, however, appears to me to he the only practical solution of the difficulty. 
The regular lines of steamers, such as the Peninsular and Oriental and others, carry 
a sufficient, number of firemen for the Red Sea service, but outside vessels, which 
run to various purls in search of cargo, carry only a staff sufficient for the work or 
the vessel on the Mediterranean side of Suck, and an: therefore compelled to take 
extra firemen on board at Port Said. OF these vessels only a very small proportion 
transit the Canal in quarantine oil the return voyage, anil these do not absolutely 
require extra firemen for ihe passage of the Canal, 

To engage firemen at Sue/* would not be practicable, even if they could be 
found there in sufficient mimher?. The vessels employing them cither do not stop 
at Suea at all or only remain there a very short Lime, and tlie distance of the 
Consulate front the shipping would cause much loss of time,

THE Sanitary Conference of Venice signed, on the SOtb January, 1892, a 
Convention, annexed to which are a series of Regulations Ibr establishing a new 
sanitary system applicable to the passage of the Sue* Canab and laying down the 
conditions under which the Sanitary Council of Alexandria will, for the future, have 
to act* 

You are already aware of the circumstances which preceded and followed the 
preparation of this Convention. The Convention of Venice was signed by the 
Plenipotentiaries of the greater number of the Powers represented at the Conference. 
The Danish* Swedish, and Ottoman Delegates likewise adhered to it. but were 
unable to sign it, as they were not provided with the requisite full powers, The 
Delegates of Great Britain declared, in the Minute recording the signature, that 
they were not able to sign, ns their Government had not sulfidenfc information on 
some of die questions connected with the Convention. 

The Angtrodlungarian Government, which had taken tSic initiative in calling 
the Conference together* sought further means of arriving at a unanimous agree¬ 
ment. As Lite proposals which had led to an alteration of the essential parts of the 
Protocol of London of the 29th July, 1801, had been made by the French Delegates, 
and as the principal objections were those of lies’ Britannic Majesty's Government, 
the AustroHIuogarian Government invited the British Government to send Repre¬ 
sentatives lo Paris, who, in concert with the Representatives of the Government of 
the Republic and of the Imperial and Royal Government, should exchange views in 
order to remove existing diEhculties- 

Such exchange of views has taken place at Paris, and has led to an agreement. 
The Delegates who met at Paris have interpreted more precisely Articles 2 and 
3 of the Regulations against cholera. Tim now version of these Articles is 
inclosed. 

I trust, therefore, lhat the Government to which you are accredited will agree 
in thinking tlmfc advantageous results will follow on substituting, In the raiiticn* 
tion^j I lie new for the original text of Articles S and li of the Regulations, together 
with the changes in wording which it requires. This correction can lake place in 
regular order at the same time that the addition is made in Annex I V to the Con* 
ven lion of the e: Regulations respecting the establishment of a Corps of Health 
Guards for the Transit Service,** the necessity for which was brought to the 
knowledge of the Delegates on the 25th February.

His Excellency* after reading vcmr Lordship's despatch, confirmed what 1 have 
already reported, via,, that, as all the other Powers were ready to accept the Agree¬ 
ment of Venice, he had no doubt the King would authorize the Swedish-Norwegian 
Minister at Rome to sign it as now amended* Owing, however, to the acute nature 
of the Ministerial crisis in Norway, it would be impossible to have the official full 
powers at Rome by the 7th instant* 

The King can sign such fill! powers on behalf of the two Kingdoms only in a 
combined SWdish-Norwcgimi Council of State, and it will be necessary that the 
requisite number of Swedish Cabinet Ministers shall go to Christiania, where the 
King now is*to enable such a Council to be held. He hoped this would be managed 
early next week, but in the present state of things he could not guarantee it would 
be so. The new Cabinet might not yet lie formed, and the old Cabinet* which 
remain? in office only for tho discharge of current business, might refuse to act in 
this matter*

Memorandum bp Mr. Kennedy, 

THIS Convention was signed by the P le ni pc tent Ear ies of most of the Powers 
represented at the Sanitary Conference wdiieh met at Venice last January, and the 
ratifications of most of the Powers wore deposited at Home In July and August last. 
The accompanying print contains the latest correspondence on the subject. The 
Convention ss good, as regards the treatment of vessels, for British interests, 
because it changes the ground of medical act ion in regard to them from the 
sanitary condition of the place of departure to that of the vessel itself. Putting 
aside questions relating to the condition of India and the Far Cast as to cholera, 
the Regulations annexed to the Convention describe as "suspected n ships "eiicli at 
have had a case of cholera on board at the moment of starting or during the 
voyage, but no Fresh, cose within seven days,” and as 11 infected” ships “those 
which have cholera on board, nr which have had fresh cases of cholera within seven 
days.” The provisions thus established may in the Future have far-reaching 
consequences. 

Wo do not stem to have received any report from Home as to what Powers 
ratified, and those which may not have ratified From legislative or other difficulties, 
but whose ratification is expected. During the recent cholera scare it did not seem 
expedient to raise t \m question, and Lord Cromer, in conversation at this oltlce, 
concurred in this delay. It may, however, bo welt now to address a despatch to 
Lord Vivian, inquiring how Far die ratification has taken place, and whether the 
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tnliau Government purpose to communicate the Convention to the Egyptian 
Government. Lord Cromer thought it had bettor be communicated cither by the 
Italian or Austrian Government, not by England or France. He wants to be kept 
informed on the subject, and should be supplied with print got forward u\ his 

absence, but which has not yet been sent to Sum. 

The Convention, In its provisions as to sanitary precautions, will occasion 
oxneuse (1) as to the outlay for lazarets and medical action, m Egypt j and (2) for 
their maintenance. There will be a tendency to throw this expense upon Egypt, 
which will not be altogether fair, as part of the object m view is to provide sanitary 
safeguards for Europe, and especially Tor tlie Mediterranean countries. Lord 

Cromer might be asked to consider and advise cm these points. ^ _ r
